Work begins on Sports 
Grounds at Altona High 


Construction of a football oval and hockey 
fields commenced at Altona High School last Friday. 
The whole of the area fronting Medford Street and 
extending some way behind the school will be de- 


veloped. 

The sports oval is being con 
structed in the north-west cor- 
ner and hockey fields in the 
south-west area, 

The work is being carried 
out by Basic Construction 
Company at a cost of $14,361, 
Of this amount the school will 
pay $6187 and the Education 
Devartment $8173. 

The Department’s share of 
the cost is larger than usual, 


Because of the substantial, 


cost to make suitable playing 
fields at the school, thé Minis- 
ter of Education offered the 
school committee a special 
grant early last year, 

Usually the subsidy for this 
work is on a $1 for $1 basis 
up to $3000. However, he 
offered a grant of a $3 for $2 
basis for cost of the oval, 
$8428. 





The hockey fields will cost 
$5933, Of this amount the De. 
partment will provide $600 and 
the school $300 for the cost of 
a building and the remainder 
will be paid equally by the 
schcol and the Department on 
the basis of a $1 for $1 grant, 

On completion of this work 
the only undeveloped sections 
of the school grounds will be 
the north-east corner and a 
small section near the north 
west corner of the school 
building. 


However, these will not in- 
volve anywhere near the cost 
of the present development, 

It is also expected that very 
shertly all the asphalt areas 
will be re.sheeted and 'the 
road into the school car park 
repaired, 


Mr, Ray Dunn appeared 
for Noordenne Building Pty,

As soon as the case opened 
Mr, Dunn submitted that the 
wording of the summons did 
not comply with an amend. 
ment to the Justices Act, On 
the summons the offence was 
alleged to have oceurred at 
Fisher and Watson Courts, 
Shire of Altona, 

Mr, Dunn coittended that 
the amendment .to the Act 
made if mandatory for the 
name of the plas: and the 
bailiwick of where the offence 
oceurred to appear on the 
summons, The hailiwick (the 
district of the bailiff) was not 
entered after the Shire of Al- 
tona (Altona is in the Cen- 
tral Bailiwick), 

The magistrate agreed that 
this section of the Act is man- 
datory and said it would be 
dangerous, for him to presume 
that the Shiré of Altona is in 
the Central Bailiwicix. 

He ruled that the case be 
struck out and commented 
that there was nothing to pre- 
clude the council from issu- 
ing another summons,

Cr, McIntosh drew a paral- 
lel between the rapid develop- 
ment of the Shire since it 
came into being nine years 
ago and the establishment of 
St. Leo’s buildings in such 
a short space of time. 

The main feature of the hall 
as one enters from the front, 
is the curved brick wall 
which forms the Sanctuary, 


The floor of the hall is 
covered with redgum parque- 
try blocks, finished with a 
clear plastic, 

This redgum flooring is re- 
peated in three rooms of the 
presbytery where accommoda- 
tion is povided for three 
priests and a housekeeper in 
her own fiat. Provision has 
been made in the design for 
future extensions if need be, 


The outside treatment has 
evoked much discussion, here 
the external brick is what is 
termed “‘clinkers,"" There is 
a@ purpose behind this choice 
as in a project of the magni- 
tude of St, Leo’s, any future 
buildings or additions are 
easily matched and therefore 
do not have an added to ap. 
pearance. 

A brief history of the re- 
markable growth of this 
parish is worthy of interest. 

The land which these fine 
buildings now grace, was pro. 
cured some years ago by Fr. 
Curran of Newport, when land

provements to playing areas, 

The school’s major objec- 
tive at present is the provision 
of an assembly hall— without 
which no post-primary school 
can be expected to make its 
full contribution to life and 
progress of the community 
which it seeks to serve, With 
considerable assistance from 
local industrial establishments 
and from parents (through 








Mothers’ Club, canteen and 
Parents’ Contributory Fund) 
the sum of $6,565 has already 
een raised.

The government subsidy

Tax concessions apply to 
gifts of $2.00 or more.

The support the school has 
so far received has been grati- 
fying, Parents and school 
bodies have played a worthy 
part.
